To carry out this plan he hold a 
long eonferonce with his lawyers in 
his cell at Oregon yesterday, s ha p­ 
ing all his actions accordingly. 
Ho repudiated the 10,000 word con 
f ess ion mr^de In Chicago Sunday af-J 
ternooh. He tlton charged that Bessie' 
Kent Webster, the wife w ho s o 1 lifeJ 
he took, repeatedly had threatened 
to kill him.

The “ defense” was rounded out by, 
the assertion tha t Dr. Webster finally1 
was forced to take her life in self-, 
defense 
that she was the aggressor 
in the tight that led to her death 
“T hird ” Wife Is Fo und. 
At the \erv mom ent he was mak-1 
ing this statem ent, howev er, discov ­ 
ery that he had been married before 
he met either Bessie Kent or Zoe 
Varney, heretofore accepted as his 
first and second wiv es, was made in 
Chicago. The third wife to he dis­ 
cov ered. in reality his first, was Mae 
B. Graft, 59GO Princeton 
av enue, 
whom lie married Nov . 2, 190 1.

It was for this purpose, the 
physician repeatedly
